Immediately after the bank starts 
to function the Dominion of Can- 
ade -paper currency $1 and $2 bills 
will be withdrawn from circulativn 
and replaced by the Central Bank 
currency. It is estimated the Do- 
minion notes will have been en- 
tirely withdrawn within two or 
three months.

Col. Jim Cornwall Has

Gold strikes on Lake Athabasca 
reported late last’ summer will be 
the scene of extensive development 
in the next few months, and the 
field will be given one of the 
greatest “combing over” operations 
yet seen in the north, according to 
Col. James K. Cornwall, D.S.O., 
who has just returned from Water- 
ways. 

“Rest assured that there will be a 
lot of good work donc in this area 
this coming summer, the outcome 
of which will have a big bearing om 
the future of the field,” said Col. 
Cornwall, who pointed ou. that the 
whole territory under exploration 
ond development is tributary to Ed- 
monton. 


BIG OPERATORS INTERESTED 

J. J. Byrne of the Great Bear 
Lake Mines Ltd. and the Consolid- 
ated Smelter were two of the big 
operators mentioned by Col. Corn- 
wall as making extensive plans for 
the coming summer. In addition 
the Saskatchewan government is 
putting in a field organization this 
spring with the object of getting 
the fullest possible data on the new 
field. 

“While it has every prospect of 
being one of the major gold mining 
developments in Canada it must not 
be lost sight of that it is only a 
development at present,” said Col. 
Cornwall. “At least three and 
possibly four, diamond drilling pro- 
jects will be under way there this 
spring and summer, in addition to a 
lot of other prospecting. However 
the men going in now are for the 
most part “snow stakers.” That is 
they are staking over the snow and 
trusting to luck that they will be on 
good ground when the spring thaws 
enable them to see what they have. 
The real miners will not be going 
in there until March, but I believe 
the outcome will be of inestimable 
value to Edmonton.”

.Use Your Creative Power 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Sometimes when we see someone else 
achieving a good thing which we would like to 
have, it is easy to wonder why he had the good 
fortune to “get such a break.” However, be- 
fore giving in to envy or jealousy it is a good 
plan to make sure whether his good fortune 
was due to accident or to 
effort. How do you know 
that he has not ardently de- 
sired that very condition for 
many months? Do you know 
of the patient, faithful work 
he may have done quietly in 
order to gain his reward? As 
a general rule, all the things 
come to us by way of the 
great law of compensation 
and before receiving, we must 
first desire, expect, and work 

for that which will later be made manifest. 

A very good example is that 6f Abraham 
Lincoln, whose birthday we celebrate today. 
Poor, uneducated, forced to labor long hours, 
Lincoln nevertheless had the courage to dream 
of better things. He said quietly to himself, “I 
will study and get ready and someday my 
chance may come.” On a program like this he 
lifted himself from a humble railsplitter to 
the highest office of his country. 

Lying on the floor and studying by the 
light from the fireplace, walking many miles 
to borrow a book, Lincoln was using one of 
the strongest forces of the universe, the power 
of creative thought. He was holding before him 
a strong mental picture of what he could be, 
day by day filling out the details in the pic- 
ture until it grew clearer and stronger. With 
his clear mental picture established, he then 
did the work necessary to make his dream 
come true. If you are wishing for a way to 
success, there is no better way. 

Undoubtedly, space is filled with forces 
which we do not yet understand. It is only 
within the last few years that we found that 
space is charged with sound and that by using 
the radio, we are able to hear the sounds other- 
wise unnoticed. Space is also charged with 
electricity, a force we do not understand, but 
know how to use. It seems to me that there 
are other undiscovered forces always present, 
waiting to be used or ignored. One of the 
Strongest of these is the force which enables 
us to do creative thinking. 

By making use of the power of creative 
thinking we are able to create things entirely 
new. Inventors tap this special power. Artists 
tap it in painting pictures never seen before. 
The picture may be one of a face painted many 
times previously, yet the artist breathes into 
it a spiritual impression which makes it entirely 
different from all others. Musicians tap this 
creative power in composing music, unheard by 
human ears until the composer captures it and 
translates it into notes which others may fol- 
low. You yourself, may tap this power by 
deliberately creating a strong mental picture 
of yourself in new conditions, doing new work, 
and achieving new heights. If you are tired 
of the same daily grind, begin now to make use 
of creative power to lift yourself to better 
things. However, remember, the thinking .comcs 
first and the things then follow. 

I believe that each of us possesses creative 
power. It is demonstrated by human beings in 
varying degrees and the amount that you 
possess is only limited by your capacity to re- 
ceive. To go back and compare this power 
again with the radio, if you tune in only a 
small degree of creative power you are like a 
man having a small radio set, who hears his 
local station. If you make use of a larger de- 
gree qf creative power you are like a man hav- 
ing a radio which enables him to listen to far 
away programs which may come to him over 
half of the globe 

In trying to tune in on the power to create 
better things, first make use of all the power 
you have. Be willing to be like Lincoln, using 
what you now have to climb up a little way. 
At the same time you are making use of that 
which you now possess, create a clear, strong 
mental picture of that which you want to have. 
First of all, the good things you wish must be 
visualized. Hold to your picture, do all that 
you'can to make it come true, and expect re- 
sults. There has never been accomplished any 
worthwhile thing which was not first thought 
about, prayed about, and dreamed about, by a 
human being. See what you desire very plainly 
and make use of your creative power to bring 
about conditions where your desires are made 
actual.

NOT DOUGLAS SCHEME 
Editor Bulletin: I would ask 
space to deal briefly with the 


U.F.A* convention and the Aber- 
hart scheme. 

1. There is no use in confusing 
our thought, It is not the Douglas 
scheme at all, but Aberhart’s. 

2. Banking and currency, is not 
within the competence of any of 
the provinces, but that of the Do- 
minion government, For Alberta 
if desirable—to get that right, 
would require an amendment to 
the B.N.A. act long delays, and I 
am satisfied ultimate refusal. 
Directly Alberta tried to carry 
out a currency scneme of her 
own, the banks and money pow- 
ers would get busy and invoke 
intervention and would be suc- 
cessful in stopping it. If it could 
be carried through, it would iso- 
late us from the rest of the Do- 
minion, and the rest of the world. 
Our “bonus” currency would not 
be more then $2.00 instead of $25. 

3. I consider the whole thing 
crazy and unworkable, I have 
attended many U.F.A. conven- 
tions and have found that at most 
there were some crazy—I use the 
word again—schemes put for- 
ward, they were immediately re- 
jected.
